S*0. In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (a) of sub¬ 

section (1) of section 3, read with sub-section (3) thereof and clause 
(i) of sub-section (1) of section 4 of the Minimum Wages Act, 1948 (11 
of 1948), the Central Government, hereby make the following draft 
proposal for revising the minimum rates of wages per day for the 
employees employed in “Loading and Unloading in Railways* i) 
Goods-Sheds, Parcel offices of Railways; ii) other Qoodsheds, 
Godowns, .Warehouses etc and ; ill) Docks and Ports;'* ip 
supersession of the Government of India in the Minstry of Labour 
vide notification number S.O. 512 (E), dated 12**' July, 1994 and the 
same is hereby published, as required by clause (b) of sub-section 
(1) of section S of the said Act, for the information of all persons 
likely to be affected thereby, and, notice is hereby given that the said 
draft proposal shall be taken into consideration after expiry of two 
months from the date on which the copies of this notification, as 
published in the Official Gazette, are made availabte to the public. 

2. Any objection dr suggestiort, which will be received 
from any person within the stipulated period of hvd ifionths, will be 
considered by the Central Government

Draft Proposal 

The revised minimum rates of wages shall consist of (a) the 
basic rates of wages as set out in Part — I of the Schedule annexed 
hereunder and payable to the employees working in areas mentioned 
Gl(o( 
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in Column I thereof and (b) a special allowance, hereinafter referred 
to as Variable Dearness Allowance in Part - II of the Schedule. The 
Variable Dearness Allowance shall be adjusted by the Chief Labour 
Commissioner (Central) at an interval of six months commencing on 
1*^ October and April on the basis of six monthly average of 
Consumer Price Index (IW) for the period from January to June and 
July to December respectively at the rate and in the manner specified 
in Part - II of the schedule.

Explanation:- For the purpose of this notification 

(1) the minimum rates of wages shall be inclusive of cash value of 
the concessional supply, if any, and shall include also the wages 
payable for the weekly day of rest; 
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(2) where the existing rates of wages based on contract or agreement 
or otherwise, are higher than the rates notified herein, the higher 
rates shall be treated as the minimum rates of wages for the 
purpose of this notification. 

(3) for the purpose of this notification i^rea A and Area B in 
Annexure to this notification shall respectively comprise all the 
places as specified in the said annexure as such areas, and 
include all places within a distance of fifteen kilometers from the 


periphery of a Municipal Corporation or Municipality or 
Cantonment Board or Notified Area Committee of a particular 


place, and area *C* shall ccmprisQ cf all the other places not 


mentioned in the Annexure and to which the Minimum Wages Act, 


1948, extends; 


(4) the minimum rates of wages are applicable to employees 
employed by contractors also, 

(5) the places added or upgraded from time to time by the Ministry of 


rindiice fur uie purpu:>e Of pdyinerii Of nuu^t; Rt;rit AiiuVvdnCe tO 
Central Government employees shall be taken to be added from 
such dates for the purpose of classification specified in the 
Annexure, 

(6) the Minimum Rates of Wages and Special Allowance both 
constitute the minimum rates of wages to be enforceable under 
the Minimum Wages Act, 1948. 

(7) men and women employees shall get the same rates of 
wages for the same work or work of similar nature.
